WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the Township of Woodhouse on the Twenty-eighth day of 
February, A.D. 1920, duly enacted and passed a certain By-. 
law No. 303, entitled a By-law for the stopping up and selling 
of part of a public highway known as the Lake Shore Road, 
rutning through Lots Thirteen, Fourteen, Fifteen and Six- 
teen, in the First Concession of the said Township of Wood- 
house, a true copy of which said By-law No. 303 is set forth 
in Schedule “A,” hereto annexed:

BY-LAW NO. 480 


Being a By-law to appoint an accountant for the Indus- 
trial Farm and Home and Surveyor for the County offices, 
erounds and buildings, and to define the duties thereof. 


WHEREAS it is deemed advisable and necessary to ap- _ 
point an Accountant for the Industrial Farm and Home, and 
a Surveyor for the County Offices, Grounds and Buildings, 
and to define the duties thereof; 


THEREFORE the Council of the County of Norfolk en- 
acts as follows: 


(1) That Jonathan Porter, of the Town of Simcoe, 
shall be Accountant for the Industrial Farm and Home at 
a salary of Fifty Dollars a year, payable monthly, from June 
Ist, Nineteen Hundred and Twenty, AND THAT, he shall 
well and truly and systematically keep a record of all moni- 
tary transactions pertaining to the institution. He shall - 
receive weekly from the Master and Matron such invoices 
as shall have been received by them, and shall compare the 
same with the accounts when received and submit to the 
Warden monthly for his signature, orders for the payment 
of the same. He shall file all such accounts systematically. 
The Warden shall have authority to issue his order for pay- 
ment on the certificate of the Accountant that the accounts 
are properly vouched for and correct. 


(2) The Accountant shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the Council, but shall not be dismissed without cause. 


(3) That Oliver Robinson, of the Town of Simcoe, shall 
be Surveyor of the buildings, grounds and offices in the 
County Square, and that he shall be under the direction of 


the Buildings Committee and of the Sheriff in their several 
jurisdictions, but shall of his own initiative have authority 
to act in emergency cases and in petty matters which by gen- 
eral consent would not warrant the calling of the Committee 
for administration. He shall report through the Buildings 
Committee and shall initial his approval of all accounts fol- 
lowing the administration. 


The salary of the Surveyor shall be Fifty Dollars a year, 
payable quarterly, and shall date from June 1, 1920. 


(4) The Surveyor shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the Council, but shall not be dismissed without cause.

BY-LAW.NO. 481 


A By-law to provide Ways and Means for the Public 
Services of the County of Norfolk for the current year. _ 


WHEREAS it is necessary to provide Ways and Means 
to defray the expenses of the Public Service of the County 
of Norfolk for the current year; 


AND WHEREAS it appears that there will be required 
for General Purposes the sum of Ninety-Nine Thousand, Six 
Hundred and Ten Dollars ($99,610.00), for Roadway Con- 
struction the sum of Ninety-Nine Thousand, Eight Hundred 
and Five Dollars ($99,805.00), and Educational Purposes the 
sum of Eleven Hundred and Nineteen Dollars and Eighty- 
Four Cents ($1,119.84), the last mentioned sum to be raised 
from property not included in or annexed to Urban Munici- 
palities for educational purposes. 


BE IT THEREFORE enacted by the Council of the Cor- 
poration of Norfolk in Council Assembled, that there shall 
be levied and raised in each Minor Municipality the follow- 
ing sums: 


The Township of Charlotteville, $10,500, for general 
purposes, $5,250.00 for County Roads, and $140.86 for educa- 
tional purposes, being equalized at $1,500,000.00. 


The Township of Houghton, $5,075.00 for general pur- 
poses, $2,537.38 for County Road and $68.07 for educational 
purposes, being equalized at $725,000. 


The Township of Middleton, $8,o50 for general purposes, 
$4,025 for County Roads, and $107.98 for educational pur- 
poses, being equalized at $1,150,000. 





_ The Township of. Townsend, $20,300 for general pur- 
poses, $10,150 for County Roads, and $272.32 for educational 
purposes, being equalized at $2,900,000. 


The Township of Windham, $12,700 for general purposes, 
$7,350 for County Roads, and $197.22 for educational pur- 
poses, being equalized at $2,100,000. 


The Township of Woodhouse, $10,500 for general pur- 
poses, $5,250 for County Roads, and $140.86 for educational 
purposes, being equalized at $1,500,000. 


The Township of North Walsingham, $6,825 for general 
purposes, $3,412.50 for county roads, and $91.58 for educa- 
tional purposes, being equalized at $975,000. 


The Township of South Walsingham, $7,525 for general 
purposes, $3,762.50 for county roads, and $100.95 for educa- 
tional purposes, being equalized at $1,075,000. 


The Town of Simcoe, $8,400 for general purposes and 
$4,200 for County Roads, being equalized at $1,200,000. 


The Village of Delhi, $1,750 for general purposes and 
$875.00 for County Roads, being equalized at $250,000. 


The Village of Port Dover, $2,450 for general purposes 
and $1,225 for county roads, being equalized at $350,000. 


The Village of Port Rowan, $1,295 for general purposes 
and $647.50 for county roads, being equalized at $185,000. 


The Village of Waterford, $2,240 for general purposes, 
and $1,120 for county roads, being equalized at $320,000. 


And that this County provides by a fifteen-year instal- 
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ment debenture issue at six per cent. the balance of Fifty 
Thousand Dollars necessary to supplement the levy afore- 
said as regards roadway construction. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that the several 
sums named for general purposes, road construction and for 
educational purposes, shall be levied, raised, collected and 
paid to the County Treasurer on or before the 14th day of 
December, 1920. ;

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BY-LAW NO. 482 


A By-law to provide for expenditure on the system of 
County Highways in the County of Norfolk, as approved by 
Order-in-Council, during the year 1920. 


WHEREAS the regulations of the Department of Pub- 
lic Highways of Ontario require that the expenditure on 
County Highways Improvement Act, Chapter 40, R.S.O., 
1914, and The Ontario Highways Act, 5 George V., Chap- 
ter 17, shall be provided for annually by County By-law; 


THEREFORE the Council of the Municipal Corporation 
of the County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


(1) The sum of $88,995.00 is hereby appropriated, from 
monies raised partly by debenture and by levy, for expen- 
diture upon construction of the roads on the said system dur- 
ing the year 1920. 


(2) The sum of $13,810.00 is hereby appropriated, from 
monies raised by levy, for expenditure upon maintenance and 
repair of the roads in the said system during the year 1920. 


(3) The said monies shall be expended under the direc- 
tion of the duly appointed County Road Superintendent. 


(4) All work on which the said monies shall be expended 
shall be performed in accordance with the last revised regu- 
lations respecting Highways issued by the Department of 
Public Highways of Ontario. - 


Wier 9) The Clerk shall transmit two certified copies of 
this By-law to the Deputy Minister, Department of Public 
Highways, within thirty days after the passing thereof.
